The story of the killing is told by the 
f-year old daughter of the dead woman, 
the only witness.

Mrs. Johnston had been milking a cow 
belonging to J. O. Tinsley. Yesterday 
some of the men went to the Johnson 
home and demanded the cow and were 
refused. They proceeded to tear down

• desist by Mrs. Johnston. 

Early this morning these men, with 
[others, appeared near the Johnston 
house, each carrying a gun. They made 
another attempt to take the cow and 
Mrs Johnston went into the house and 
procured a rifle. When the men at 
tempted to remove the, cow she fired 
two shots at them. The men then 
opened fire, striking the woman, who 
tried to take shelter in tne house, but 

as killed before she reached it.
